TURN NORTH 

The magnetic compass has been us- 
ed for more than 600 years and today 
is more widely employed than ever be} 
fore by miners underground, by ex- 
plorors, travellers, hunters, trappers, 
prospectors, pioneers, timbor cruisers 
and others overland; by navigators on 
the seas; and by airmen high above 
the earth) With this small, delicate, 
restless instrument they are enabled 
to reil direction. Yet contrary to popu 
lar belief the magnetic» compass does 
not point due north, but more or less 
eastward or westward of it at differ- 
ent places._At Halifax it points twenty 
two degrees west of north, at. Vancou- 
ver twenty-five degrees east of north. 
while at Fort McPherson, on the Mac- 
kenzie river within the ‘Arctic circle 
it, points. forty-four, degrees east of 
north, Scientists state that this is be- 
cause the magnetic poles of the earth 
are not situated at the -geographical 
poles as shown on our maps of the 
world. 

The problem of the compass is still 
further. cOmplicated by the fact'that it 
changes its direction from year to year 
it marches to the westward for many 
years, then turns backward and 
marches to the westward, etc. More-
